RIGHT INTO THE MIDDLE OF IN- 
PORTANT BUSINESS. 


Reports Presented Which Show the Progress 
of Church Work—Some Lively 
Items of Debate. 


Hawkrnsvitve, Ga., April 8.—[{Special. ]— 
The Baptist convention has gotten well into 
its work and the members are already begin- 
ning to warm up. This morning Rev. J. E. L. 
Hiolmes developed surprising marksmanship 
as a sharpshooter. Governor Northen, who 
sat on the pulpit platform, was the target and 
the shot which reached him was a reference to 
the Gould episode. It was fired off-hand in 
the heat of debate, but hit the mark and 
brought the governor to his feet instantly. 

Notwithstanding its personal nature, the 
sparring was good humored and the governor 
kept his equipoise and finally made the point 
he set out to make. 

The first business of the morning session 
was the report of the executive committee, 
which was read and referred. 

The first important action tocome up was 
the election of a successor to the late Dr. J. H. 
DeVotie, as corresponding secretary of the 
State mission board. There were two opinions 
as to the proper method of making the selec- 
tion. Rev J. E. L. Holmes moved that he 
be elected by the convention’ in 
order that the disappointed appli- 
cants and their friends might not 
feel coldly toward the state mission board, as 
he feared they might feel if that body should 
take the responsibility of selection. 

Dr. J. William Jones offered a substitute 
which referred the choice of secretary to the 
state mission board hereafter to be elected. 
Dr. Jones thought Mr. Holmes did not exag- 
gerate the importance of the ofticers to be 
elected, and the fitness of the brethren under 
consideration should be carefully canvassed. 
This could not be done in open convention and 
could best be done by the state mission 
board, which would be composed of experi- 
enced men, well acquainted with the duties of 
the office and the, qualifications needed. He 
deprecated Mr. Holmes’s expression ‘‘appli- 
cants,’’ and hoped there were none for this 
position. There were sometimes ‘‘applicants” 
for political positions, but such a thing was 
unheard of in the Baptist convantion. 

A discussion of some length followed, in 
which Dr. Thorpe opposed the substitute, 
Rev. A. J. Beck favored, and Rev. Z. T. 


Weaver opposed it. 

The opponents of the substitute talked dem- 
ocracy, which they said was characteristic of 
the Baptist church polity. 

Dr. G. A. Nunnally gave anew turn to the 
discussion by moving, as an amendment to 
the substitute, that three secretaries be elected, 
one for north Georgia; one for south Georgia 
and and one for middie Georgia. 

Rev. W. L. Kilpatrick, president of the 
board of trustees 6f Mercer university, fa- 
vored Dr. Jones’s substitute and thought there 
might be something in Dr. Nunnally’s amend- 
ment. The matter should be left to the mis- 
siou board, as they needed time to investigate. 
He rose toa question of privilege concerning 
the mention of his own name in connection 
with the vacancy. If the office were tendered 
him by the unanimous vote of the convention, 
he would not touch it with a _forty- 
foot pole, for he was totally 
incompetent. Hewas sorry forthe brother 
who should get into that place. 

Rev. J. L. Underwood, of Camilla, favored 
the election of the secretary by the mission 
board. Ifthe convention should be called on to 
elect an engineer for the State railroad, noone 
here would know who to vote for; and he felt 
that it would be about as unwise forthe con- 
vention, in open session, to undertake to elect 
this ofticer. 

Governor Northen 
the elucidation of the matter, 
and made a strong common-sense 
speech. ‘*What,” said he, “‘is the wisdom of 
the world in this matter? When the stock- 
holders of a railroad elect-directors, they let 
the directors elect the president and other 
officers. Some of the other brethren argue 
that it is not democratic for the state mission 
board to elect the secretary. If that were true 
the whole matter would have to be remanded 
to the Baptist people of Georgia. Their argu- 
ment proves too much for the object of their 
motion.”’ 

Mr. Holmes, replying, referred to the elec- 
tion of officers of the national government, 
and wondered that the governor should take 
an illustration from the custom in railroad 
circles. 

‘““‘Why,” said he, “it was not long ago that 
his excellency was invited to an entertain- 
ment to meet Jay Gould, and he absolutely 
refused to go. Now he brings up railroad 
precedents to govern the proceedings of a con- 
yention representing the Baptists of Georgia.”’ 

Here President Kilpatrick’s gavel inter- 
rupted the speaker, 

“IT will have to call the brother to order,’’ 
said he. 

“Well,” said Mr. Holmes, “it is not often 
that I have the opportuuity to cut a governor, 
and I embraced this ene.”’ 

Governor Northen arose and said: ‘Mr. 
Holmes, who elects the president of the United 
States, the people or the electoral college ?”’ 

Unembarrassed by thisj apt question, Mr. 
Holmes replied : 

**Who elects the governor of Georgia ?”’ 

This shot was followed by laughter. 

“If I slipped up on national politics I am 
even on Georgia government,” said Mr. 
Ho! mes. 

The governorin perfect good humor came 
back again. 

**T will ask, Mr. Holmes, who elects the sen- 
ator who represents Georgia in the United 
States senate ?”’ 

“The people elect the legislators,” said Mr. 
Holmes, ‘‘and delegate to them the power of 
electing senators.’’ 

“That is exactly the kind of power that I 
want this body to delegate to the mission 
board,’’ said the governor. 

epee ae Campbell 
substitute, and Hon. A. D. Freeman eall- 
ed the previous question. By Mell’s par- 
liamentary practice, this brought the origin 
motion of Mr. Holmes toa vote, and it was 
lost. Dr. Jones’s substitute was then offered 
again. Rev. J. A, Scarborough, of Eastman, 
offered an amendinent to the effect that the 
corresponding secretaries of the north Geor- 
gia convention and the South Georgia General 
Association be made officers of the mission 
board, with salaries to be fixed by the board. 
The amendment received a second and 
geveral delegates made the point that it 
would make the convention elect two secre- 
taries, when. it had just refused to do that in 
the case of one. * 

The amendment was rejected by the con- 
‘vention, and the motion to refer the election 
of a secretary to the board was almost unani- 
mnously passed. 

Night sessions were then voted on motion of 
a .

read by Rev. F. M, Daniel. 

It began with an appropriate reference to 
the death of Dr. DeVotie, the late secretary, 
nd gave an encouraging account of the 
P of mission work.

The report was ordered spread upon the 
minutes. Dr. A. B. Campbell thought some 
parts of the report seeulvet special considera- 
tion.

He 
moved that these recommendations be referred 
tothe special commitiee. The matter was 
reported toacommittee, with Dr. Campbell 
as chairman, Rev. R. H. Harris and Rev. A.

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The executive committee was- re-elected by 
acclamation. 

There was another difference on the election 
of the state mission board. 

Rev. W. M. Verdery thoved to make it the 
special order the first thing after dinner. Dr. 
R. B. Headden moved as a substitute that a 
committee of three be appointed to nominate 
the board. 

The president ruled that the first motion 
could only be made by unanimous consent, as 
it would change the order. 

Dr, J. W. Jones objected. 

The question reverted to Dr, Headden’s sub- 
stitute which came up as an original proposi- 
tion. 

Rev. J. L. Unilerwood moved as an amend- 
ment to set the hour at 3 o’clock. 

Governor Northen moved to adopt the rule 
that a two-third vote could suspend the order 
of business, and the motion was carried. 

Mr. Verdery’s motion was then in order 
and Dr. Headden’s proposition came up as an 
amendment. 

After some discussion Mr. Verdery’s motion 
prevailed. 

The Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session Dr. McDonald read 
a letter from the advisory board of the Baptist 
Orphans’ Home, and it was referred to a com- 
mittee consisting of Dr. McDonald, Dr. Haw- 
thorne and Kev. J. W. Duggan. The com- 
mittee will recommend that a day be set apart 
forthe ministers al! over the state to present 
the cause of the home to their churches. 

The convention reconsidered its action on 

the election of a mission board, and Dr. J. 
William Jones renewed his motion for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three to compose 
the board. Dr. Harper moved to amend and 
make it five, and somebody madeit nine. That 
seemed satisfactory to everybody, and the 
committee of nine was voted and appointed 
as follows: J. William Jones, chairman, A. 
B. Campbell, E. B. Carroll, W. P. Patterson, 
J. W. Duggan, J. W. Binns, T. J. Holmes, B. 
M. Callaway and J. G. Gibson. 
@Rev. J. L. Underwaod introduced a resolu- 
tion authorizing the state mission board to use 
a portion of its funds for building churches, 
and to pay $400 of the interest on the debt of 
the Brunswick church. 

Dr. J. B. Hawthorne took the floor in favor 
of the resolution. He spoke chiefly of the 
need of help for the Baptists of Brunswick. 
They have raised $17,000 for a church, and 
had put up an elegant one, upon which $7,200 
is due. e had been to Brunswick, and saw 
such an outpouring of the people as he never 
saw anywhere. The business men, Jews and 
Gentiles, closed up their stores and came to 
the meeting. The Jewish rabbi mounted the 
rostrum, and said: ‘‘I want Israel to help, be- 
cause I believe in these Baptist brethren. I be- 
lieve in them because they are the only people 
I know who believe in religious liberty to the 
full extent. 

Dr. Hawthorne was followed by Hon. A. D. 
Freeman and Rev. Z. F. Golden, favoring 
the resolution, and it was adopted. 

Mr, Golden ftook up a collection and got 
$408 more for the Brunswick church. A col- 
lection of $32 was also taken ‘for the Tifton 
church, by Mr. W. W. Webb. 

TO MEET IN LAGRANGE. 

On the election of a place for the next meet- 
ing, Americus, Dawson, Carrollton, LaGrange 
and Cedartown were put in nomination, and 
LaGrange was almost unanimously chosen. 
The time was fixed for Tuesday after the first 
Sunday in April, 1892. 

Tonight’s session is a mass meeting in mis- 
sionsjand Dr. Hawthorne, Dr. Nunnally and 
others address the convention. Dr. Henry 
McDonald preaches at the Methodist church 
tonight. 

At 11 o’clock today Rev. C. E. W. Dobbs, 
of Cartersville, preached at the Methodist 
church. 

The ladies are in session at the Episcopal 


church. 

Mrs. Willis, of Hawkinsville, delivered a 
capital address of welcome. The meetings 
are held with closed doors. The convention 
will adjourn by Friday noon.

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STATE PRISONERS CUT THROUGH 
THE ROOF 


And Are in the Act of Descending a Rope 
Made of Blankets When They Are 
Detected and Recaptured. 


Nine prisoners cut their way through the 
roof of the Fulton county jail last night. 
And for more than a half hour breathed 


the air of freedom. 
But now they are all securely chained in 


the dungeon. 
Today they will be shackled and fastened 


to the floor in their cells;and escape will 


hereafter be much more difficult. 
The detection of the men before they 
could leave the roof of the jail was purely 


accidental. 

And in the recapture of the prisoners one 
of them was severely wounded in the leg. 

The escape was made through the ceiling 
in cell No. 20 on the second floor of the 
jail, north side. In the cell were Bob Badger, 
Nelson Williams, Henry Barry, Bob Dozier, 
Joe Washington and Jim Williams. The 
work was done by these men, assisted by 
Pete Harwell, Bill Lumpkin and Charley 
Butler who had been confined in cell five on 
the lower floor of the. jail. 

The cut out was made some time during the 
afternoon. 

But the men did not leave the jail until 
about 7 :30 o’clock last night. 

A lady who has been conducting religious 
services at the jail, was given thecorridor yes- 
terday afternoon. For more than an hour she 
read and talked to the prisoners. Singing 
was a part of the exercises,too, and Badger now 
says that the work was begun while the singing 
was going on. After getting a start the work 
could be prosecuted so quietly that no one in 
the hall just outside even, could have heard it. 

The cell is the one from which four prisoners 
tried to escape a month ago. At that time 
several bricks were removed from the wall,and 
after the discovery the wall was repaired. In 
repairing the wall the workmen did not use 
cement, as they had been instructed, conse- 
quently it was not a bard task to tear the brick 
away. The men began this work about four 
feet from the ceiling, and as they went up, 
dug deeper and deeperin. So deep into the 
wall did they dig that the ends of the juists 
were left exposed. As theyremoved the dirt 
and bricks they threw them above the ceiling 
until the hole made was large enough fora 
man to pass around the ends of the timber and 
climb into the loft. 

After completing the work the prisoners 
left the cell, closing the door behind them. 
They moved through the corridors with the 
other prisoners until locking up time. Then 
they sought their cells again,” and as the 
the doors were locked the six men in No. 
20 went diligently to work making a rope out 
of blankets. The cells were all locked, and 
then Jailer Jordon turned out the relief for 
cleaning up. Harvell, Lumpkin and Butler 
were taken out of No. 5 as apart of the gang. 

Soon after beginning the work the three ne- 
groes went up stairs, and assisted by those in 
No. 20 broke the door lock. Then the nine 
negroes crawled through the hole and made 
their way along under the roof until they 
reached an air shaft. Here they broke their 
way through the slate and crawled out upon 
the roof. With them they had their rope 
blanket, and approaching the rear end of 
the jail threw off one end and began making 
the other fast. 

But unfortunately for them they tossed the 
blanket off at the wrong moment. 

Mr. John Faith, one of the jailers, was 
making his last round in the yard before going 
off duty and turned the corner just as the end 
of the blanket touched the ground. Springing 
back he was thunderstruck by seeing the 
group of negroes standing on the roof. The 
negroes discovered Mr. Faith almost as soon 
as he saw them and began 
scattering. Mr. Faith gave the 
alarm and at the same time made a dive for 
the blanket. The negroes had not yet made 
it secure on the top of the building and a 
strong pull released it. Having cut off that 
means of escape Mr. Faith, assisted by Jailer 
Jordan and Assistants Miller, Thompson and 
Ivy, Patrolman Wright and Bailiff Williams, 
surrounded the jail. Then a fusilade was 
opened at the roof. Every time a negro 


showed his head a pistol or a Winchester pop- | 


ped. One negro hid behind a chimney and 
Jailer Jordan shot at him _ four 
or five times before he would leave 
his place. From a window in 
the upper part of the front building 
the officers could see that the roof was clear. 
While some of the men remained on the out- 
side Messrs. Millerand Faith went in the jail 
to look for the prisoners. 

All but Badger, Nels Williams and Joe 
Washington were in the jail. 

Then was a thorough search made for these. 

It lasted more than an hour. 

After looking everywhere the officers con- 
cluded that the three had gotten away. Fi- 
nally they decided to go into the cupola over 
the main building. Mr. Miller threw up the 
trapdoor. It wasas dark as a dungeon. He 
could see nothing. Butashe threw up the 
door some one cailed out: 3 

**Don’t shoot; I’ll come out.” 

It was Badger, and as he came down he was 
covered with cobwebs, which had been gath- 
ering there for years. About the same time 
Mr. 
search, when he observed something on a 
rafter. Pointing his pistol that way, he re- 
marked: 

““What’s. that?’’ 

“That’s me, boss; I’m coming down, too, if 
you don’t shoot.”’ 

‘*Then come quick,” was the answer. 

Washington crawled down. 

Mr. Faith then discharged his pistol toward 
the darkest cornerin the cupola. Before the 
echo died away a yell came from the corner. 

‘‘Come out,’’ said the two officers. 

Williams crawled out with a hole in his leg. 

This made the nine men. They were placed 
in the dungeon and today will be chained. 

Badger is in for burglary. 

Nels Williams has been sentenced to ten 
years for burglary. 

_ Barry goes up for-ten years for horse steal- 
ing. 

Lumpkin is in for horse stealing. 

Washington, Williams, Harris and Bntler 
are in for laaceny. 

Dozier is charged with assault to murder. 

But for the quick and energetic work of the 
jail guards, the negroes would have made 
good their escape. Deputy Sheriff Blount was 
quickly upon the ground.

AveustA, Ga., April 8.—[{Special.]—A case 
of awful cruelty was discovered this morning.

Several families immediately 
made application to Judge Conners/ for the 
child, but he refused to take any steps until 
Judge Eve had been seen. 


DYEHOUSE BURNED. 


A Fire in Augusta Yesterday Does $5,000 
Worth of Damage. 

Avousta, Ga., April 8.—[{Special.]—The 
dyehouse of the Sibley mill was destroyed by 
fire at 12:30 o’clock this afternoon. The 
blaze broke out in the steam yarn drying 
machine. -The origin is unknown. About 
400 tyards of yarn were on therollsof the 
dryer, which is filled inside with steam pipe, 
which were heated at the time. The fire 
caught the roof, and quickly spread over the 
entire building, which isa brick housein the 
rear of the main factory building. The dam- 
age done was principally tothe machinery, 
and will foot up about $5,000; of this sum 
$3,000 on the machinery and $2,000 on the 
building. A large quantity of dye, which cost 
$5 a pound, was also lost. The mill sustains 
no loss, as the destroyed property was fully 
insured in the Southern Mannfacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. A good many employes will be 
thrown out of employment for quite a while.

HE WAS ONLY DRUNK. 


But 2,000 People Thought He Was a Dead 
“Nigger.” 


Americvs. Ga., April 8.—[{Special.}—When 
the engineer of the through freight on the 
Central road reached here at 2 p. m., Monday, 
he reported a dead negro lying near the track 
about two miles up the road. The news 
spread rapidly and by 3 o’clock a perfect 
swarm of people crowded: the track looking 
forthe man. The first to know of it was 
Agent Maxwell, who, with Clerk Dow, left on 
the 2:30 passenger train to find the body. 
Captain Williams, the roadmaster, also went 
along. 

The other people had to walk,and among 
the number wasa Times-Recorder reporter. 
Reaching the crossing he was told that the 
dead man was about a half mile up the track. 
After walking about this distance, he was 
told ’twasa half mile further. Then Agent 
Maxwell was met coming back. ‘‘It’s about 
three quarters of a mile further,”’ said he, and 
off went the reporter. A perfect stream of 
people were going, and all-seemed determined 
to see the man. 

Mr. Maxwell wentup on the train, and 
about three milesfrom thecity sawa man 
lying apparently dead, with his head between 
the ends of twocrossties. Leaping from the 
sare Mr. Maxwelland others rushed to the 

ody. 

After feeling it for some time and discours- 
ing upon the fact that the body was still warm, 
the negro gasped and opened his eyes. He 
was dead-drunk. This broke up the crowd. 
The negro was soundly berated in strong lan- 
guage and dragged from his dangerous posi- 
tion. Nobody was informed as to the truth, 
and about 2,000 people kept walking that 
“quarter of a mile further,’ looking for the 
dead negro.

Judge Maddox Putsa Temporary Check on 
the Fry-Dietz Business—The Course of 
the Day in the Trial. 


Rome, Ga., April 8.—[Special.]—In the 
courthouse and around that historic and an- 
cient little edifice a great crowd gathered this 
morning. Would the McKee case proceed ? was 
the question upon all lips. Would anything in- 
teresting to spectators occur between Mr. 
Dietz and Colonel Fry? § 

As the old city clock onthe tower hill 
pointed to 8:30, Judge Maddox called court to 
order. 

Mrs. McKee and family occupied their usual 
places. She was attired ina very becoming 
gray costume. Mr. McKee sat by her side. 
There seemed to be a little more animation 
portrayed on her countenance than usual. The 
jurors who were sick were very: feeble this 
morning, but well enough for the case to pro- 
ceed. Counsel for both sides agreed that the 
sick jurors could leave their colleagues and 
be driven in a carriage to the courthouse, 

“Before the jury comes in I want to make a 
few remarks,”’ said the judge. ‘I have been 
greatly annoyed by newspaper reports that I 
have seen as toa difficulty that might ocour 
here this morning. 

“I have heard that perhaps some apology 
might be made. Ido not know anything 
about the difficulty except whatI have read 
inthe papers, butone thing I do know, and 
that is that an attorney has a right to com- 
ment upon the testimony of a witnesson any 
point that may be warranted by the evidence. 

‘‘When he goes beyond that point heis in 
contempt of court and he is responsible to this 
court, and I think itis a well-established fact 
that this court has always made that ruling 
and adhered to it. 

‘“‘Now, I do not know anthything about this 
thing except what I have heard, but I want to 
say that if any apology is to be made, it will be 
made in this court, and to no one else. 

“Any other apology will be made at the 
peril of the man who makes it.

After Judge Maddox had concluded his little 
talk, the jury appeared. Ten men walked in 
unassisted. Two jurors, however, looked very 
feeble, and half supported by their colleagues 
and officers, were borne to their seats. Rock- 
ing chairs were provided for the sick, and pil- 
lows were brought to rest their heads on. After 
caring for their comfort, the case was opened 
by Colonel Fry. Colonel Fry made a resume 
of his Saturday’s argument, first on the cer- 
tainty of circumstantial evidence; second on 
the confession, and third on flight of criminals. 
Colonel Fry spoke until 9:30 o’clock. 

The third speech of the prosecution then 
began. Colonel McHenry made a forcible 
argument. He concluded at 2:45 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

Colonel J. F. Wrightthen began the last ar- 
gument for the state. This speech was brief, 
clearly to the point, and had a telling effect. 
He spoke an hour andahalf. At 4:15 o’clock 
Seaborn Wright began the concluding argu- 
ment. Silver sentences of matchless eloquence 
flowed ina ceaseless strain, the young orator 
being at his best. The hour of adjournment 
arrived, and the court adjourned until 8:30 
o’clock tomorrow morhing, when the argu- 
ment of Mr. Wright will be resumed. 

NOTES OF TRIAL. 

The defense had the opening and conclusion 
of the case, as they introduced no witness. 
The case will probably be given to the jury by 
dinner time tomorrow.

ASensational Dispatch from Ogden to Mr, 
Small and a Characteristic Answer 
from the Great Evangelist. 


Str. Louis, April 8.—[Special.]—Snecial re- 


z ports from Ogden, Utah, indicate that a row is 


_ brewing among the Methodists of that place 
on the one side, and Rev. Sam Small on the 
otber. 

: The last phase of the trouble is an emphatic 

_ telegram sent by the Rev. Mr. Small to Mr. P. 
A. H. Franklin, a leading Methodist of Ogden 
and a prominent man in business circles of the 
west. 

Mr. Franklin is a pillar in the Methodist 
church, and has taken a very active interest 
in the development of the great Methodist 
university at Ogden, of which Rev. Sam-W. 
Small was elected president some time ago. 
Mr. Small recently went east for the purpose 
of securing funds for the institution. The 
university has been badly in need of money to 
meet the demands of the contractors. Every- 
thing has been conducted ona grand scale, 
and the buildings, if completed according to 
the original designs, will be among the most 
impressive of the public buildings of the west. 

But the work has not been progressing 
smoothly on account of the trouble in raising 
sufficient funds to carry on the plans according 
to the ideas on which the work was begun. 

,,. With hisaceust, red energy President Small 
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A few days ago, Minister J. Wesley Hill, of 
the First Methodist church of Ogden, called 
on President Franklin, of the Niagara Mining 
Company, and a lJeader among the Metho- 
dists, tor a conference with him concerning 
reports from the absent president, who was in 
the east. 

The result of the conference was a telegrain 
from Mr. Franklin to Mr. Small, in which the 
latter was admonished ‘‘to account for fands 
entrusted to him or legal proceedings would be 
begun.”’ 

Likewise Mr. Franklin wired to several 
Methodist ministers concerning Mr. Small in 
& manner that, to say the least of it, was not 
calculated to help the president of the univer- 
sity in his work of raising funds. 

Mr. Small’s reply was an indignant and em- 
phatic telegram to Mr. Franklin, in which he 
defiantly threatened to sue for slander for the 
outrageous attack of the president of the 
Niagara Mining Company. 

A special to The Globe-Democrat from Og- 
den says that ‘no charge of mal/feasance is 
made against President Small, only where is 
the money he is collecting, or supposed to be 
collecting, and why are reffuests to account 
ignored? The real truth of the story cannot 
be vouched for, but there is thought to be 
more truth than poetry init. President Small 
is Sam Jones’s old fellow-laborer, while all of 
the parties mentioned are prominent men in 
the west.” 


Mr Smalls Strong Denial

PHILADELPHIA, April 8.—[Special.j/—A 
dispatch was received yesterday from Ogden, 
Utah, that P. A. H. Franklin had telegraphed 
Rev. “Sam” Small to give some account of 
money collected for the Ogden University, 
and that Mr. Small had sent back a defiant 
reply, threatening a suit for damages. Mr. 
Sma!l was seen at his house. 1,905 Diamond 
street, last evening, and he said: 

“It is true that I received sucha dispatch; it 
Is also true that I sent back a defiant answer 
and threatened suit for libel. Mr. Patt Franklin 
is an ex-preacher, a member of the board of 
directors of Ogden University and is managing 
the Niagara Mining and Smelting Company, 
which is composed largely of Philadelphia 
capitalists, aud has an officein the Keystone 
Bank building. 

‘‘When I was elected president of the uni- 


_ versity, J. Wesley Hill, pastor of the Metho- 


dist church at Ogden, a missionary sent out by 
the New England conference, was made sec- 
retary. From the first I did not like 
Mr. Hill’s actions and after [ had 
detected him in some very shady business I 
entirely ignored him. He did not like this, 
but I neither wrote to him nor answered his 
letters.

WEATHERS STILL ON TRIAL. 


Testimony Against the Ex-Assistant Post- 
master of Peter. 

Further testimony in the case of the United 
States versus John F. Weathers was heard in 
the federal gourt yesterday. 

On the part of the government the evidence 
was principally of a documentary character 
consisting in letters sent out by Weathers un- 
der the name of Ware most of which con- 
tained the ordinary green-goods circular. 
Other letters written by Weathers over his 
own name were introduced to prove hand- 
writing and that Weathers and Ware were one 
and the same person. One of the letters was 
written tothe postmaster at Rome, to have 
Ware’s mail forwared to Peter. 

Professor Moore, as an expert, testified that 
the handwriting of the letters bearing the sig- 
nature of John F. Weathers, was the same as 
that of those with the signature of John F. 
Ware. 

Weathers took the standin his own behalf 
and swore that he had never sent out any of 
the circulars and that Ware was not a myth, 
but a reality, but whence hecame, whither he 
went or where he stopped while in Peter, he 
could not say. 

He admitted to writing the entries in the 
memorandum book of the Totten. sent out by 
Ware and to what office the answer was to be 
expected. As to how these facts, which were 
veritied by the letters came into his possession, 
he said a piece of paper was found with the 
entries on it and he took acopy of it as he 
was negotiating with a detective agency and 
expected to join the secret service and thought 
that here was a good case to work up. He ac- 
counted for the letter to Rome on the same 
pretext. 

“The C. F. T. advertisement,” he said, was 
to sell confederate states money, and not 
counterfeit, and by private terms he meant 
special rates when large quantities were 
taken. 

From the testimony it appeared that 
Weathers was not satisfied with the many 
irons he already had in the fire, but that he 
was corresponding with New York parties 
with a view of becoming a wholesale dealer in 
obscene pictures and books, his letters asking 
for rates by the thousand. 

The evidence was closed, and at 2 o’clock 
today the case will be argued, the court ad- 
journing until that time out of respect for 
Benerat Gartwell and Dr. Boring, and to give 
those engaged in the courtan opportunity of 
attending the funeral.

eS AT HENDERSON. 


_ Wharged with False Imprisonment—A State 
ment Giving Both Sides of 
the Case. 


Considerable interest is felt here in the case 
of Dan Ha)! and H. T. Jenkins, two Atlanta 
young men in jail at Henderson, N. C. 

The charge against them is false arrest, un- 
lawfully holding a citizen in custody, and at- 
tempting to blackmail. 

The man whom they arrested, and who 
wore out the warrant which landed the young 
men in jail, is Colonel W. H. 8S. Burgwyn, 
president of the Bank of Henderson. 

The following special explains the matter, 
giving the side of the young men, as well as 
the other side: 

Colonel Burgwyn’s Side of It. 

HENDERSON, N. C., April 8.—{Special.]— 
The facts in the case of the young men, Hall 
and Jenkins, now under arrest here, are stated 
thus by Colonel Burgwyn: It appears that 
the Henderson Tobacco Company, of which 
Jenkins was.a member, wasin debt to Burg- 
- wyn for monoy loaned from time to time, and 
that he holds as security a mortgage on the 
property, brands, etc. Wishing to arrive ata 
settlement of the matter, he went to -Atlanta, 
which was Jenkins’s headquarters, to see him 
and other parties interested in the debt. Col- 


aS _onel Burgwyn left Henderson in company with 
, | W. A. Shelby, a partner of Jenkins’s, but soon 
_  @fter leaving Greensboro Shelby was missed 


- from the train and nothing more was heard of 


aie é him. Reaching Atlanta, Burgwyn was met 


by Jenkins, who was apparently expecting 

- him, although Burgwyn had not notified him 

Of his coming. 
- Being informed that Mrs. M. L. Shelby, Jen- 
kins’s mother-in-law, who was interested in 
the debt, was staying at Decatur, Colonel 
Burgwyn asked that an engagement be made 
with her. Mr. Jenkins told him that Mrs. 
Shelby would not likely be in town for 
Several days, and that he had better take 
@ hack and drive through the country to 
Decatur It being then raining and the roads 
in a terrible condition, Burgwyn refused to go 
through the country, notwithstanding Jenkins 
pressed him to do so, and went by train to 
Decatur. : 

Being directed to the house where Mrs. 
Shelby was staying, Colonel Burgwyn was 
admitted and invited into the parlor. After 
Waiting some time Mrs. Shelby came in and 
asked Colonel Burgwyn to walk into another 
room in the rear part of the house, 

After stating the object of his visit, Mrs. 
Shelby informed him that she had no business 
with him, and that he must see Mr. Jenkins, 
her son-in-law. Colonel Burgwyn then started 
to leaye, when a man, who gave his name as 
Daniel Hall, stepped from a closet in the 
room and told Burgwyn to consider himself 
under arrest. 

When asked by what authority and upon 
what charge, Hali replied that he was 
chief detective of the Georgia Cen- 
tral Detective Agency, and was 
there to represent Jenkins and to have a 
settlement of the account between them, and 
that he arrested Burgwyn upon a charge of 
embezzlement and conspiracy with R. L. 
Daingerfield, his former cashier and a member 
of the Henderson Tobacco Company, to de- 
fraud Jenkins. 

Burgwyn demanded to beshown the war- 
rant upon which he was arrested, but i¢ was 
never produced. 

Hall said Daingerfield, who was living in 
Memphis, had confessed that there was con- 
spiracy, and that if Burgwyn would sign before 
releasing the defendant, and agree not to 

rosecute Daingertield, he (Hall) would re- 

him (Burgywn), otherwise he would take 

him to the police station in Atlanta, and hold 

him in custody until a requisition could be 

had from the governor of North Carolina. 

The papers would be full of it, and his name 
and business would be ruined. 

Colonel Burgwyn indignantly denied all 
such charges, and refused to sign any papers. 
He demanded that he be allowed to 
consulté with counsel and to be taken 
befofe the nearest magistrate for hearing. 
This was refused. In the meantime Jenkins 
had come out of the same closet in which Hall 
had been concealed, and reiterated the charges 
made by Hall. He further said that Dainger- 
field had been arrested, and that he was here 
in Atlanta. He (Daingerfield) had confessed 
everything, and he (Burgywn) might as well 
_ Sign the papers as demanded and save himseif 
trouble and exposure. 

Colonel Burgywn would not sign anything 
—papers releasing the claim or agreeing not to 
prosecute Daingerfield. Then he was asked to 
Sign an agreement submitting his books to an 
investigation. This he refused to do, but sig- 
nified his perfect willingness to exhibit them 
at any time for examination by a competent 
expert. But he would not put his name to 
Such a paper or any other under 
the circumstances. He would not be forced 
into doing anything of the kind. Jenkins and 
Hall had concealed themselves on the same 
train that Burgwyn went out on, and knowing 
the way to the house, abouta mile from the 
depot, while Colonel Burgwyn was inquiring 
the direction, had reached there ahead of him. 

After detaining him in custody at Decatur 
for some time, together they took Burgwyn to 
Atlanta and to police headquarters, where he 
was finally released, no charge being preferred 
against him. Arriving there, they told Colo- 
nel Burgwyn that a detective had just brought 
Daingerfield from Memphis, and that he 
(Daingerfield) was then upstairs confessing 
everything.

OM - Hall makes the following statement: 
Some time since H. T. Jenkins came to me 
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the correctness of his conclusions, I secured 


the proper authority to represent him. Burg- 
wyn visited Atlanta in regard to Jenkins’s 
alleged indebtedness. He visited Mrs. M. L. 
Shelby at Decatur, Ga., the mother-in-law of 
Mr. Jenkins, on this business. I am informed 
and believe he had previously tried to corrce 
herinto signing certain papers that would 
make her individually liable for this alleged 
indebtedness, I was concealed at Mrs. Shelby’s 
on Burgwyn’s arrival to protect her. I was 
informed that Burgwyn had made threats to 
her to prosecute criminally if she failed to ao- 
cede to his demands. 

‘‘What then transpired and the agreement 
signed by Burgwyn is correctly stated in THE 
ConsTITUTION of Sunday before last. I de- 
sire that report reproduced in connection with 


his. In persuance of his agreement and by | 


his invitation, I came to Henderson to arrange 
for the examination in question, I immediately 
demanded the correspondence that had passed 
between his cashier, Daingerfield, who resides 
in Memphis. He agreed to prodnoe it at 3:30 
o’clock p. m. that it might be inventoried, 
sealed and placed in responsible hands to be 
produced in this examination. 

“At the appointed hour I called, but his 
bank was closed and I could not effect an en- 
trance. Immediately thereafter I was arrested 
on & civil process and afterwards reieased. I 
failed to find Burgwyn from that hour until 
the following day at noon, when Imet him at 
his attorney’s oftice and prepared for experts 
to conduct the examination, allof which was 
refused. Among those proposed were Pro- 
fessor Jack Sullivan and B. F. Moore, of At- 
lanta. 

“I returned to Atlanta forthe purpose of 
securing the presence in Henderson of the 
gentleman I represented. On our arrival here 
we were met at the depot by a posse of officers 
and arrested on a civil suit for damages and 
have so remained. Iam informed that they 
have other warrants ready toserve immedi- 
ately on our release. 

‘I submit to an impartial public and call their 
particular attention to his written agreement. 
Would nota certificate of the correctness of his 
accounts from an expert bookkeeper do more 
to convince the public of his innocence than 
allsuch charges as are brought against us? 
which I believe to be sure to prevent 
the examination. We are -here in compli- 
ance with his agreement and request. I 
understand that the report is in circulation, 
that itis blackmail. I submit how could that 
be possible when we only wish an examina- 
tion of his books? Are they witnesses against 
him? I believe the public will agree with 
me, and his own actions confirm my belief, 
that they are. I hold his cashier’s paper 


given for $5,000 for the purpose, I am in-. 


formed, to induce Jenkins to sign cer- 
tain papers which he did, he having im- 
plicit confidence in Daingerfield. My only in- 
terest in this case is to faithfully represent my 

“employer. Desperate diseases require desperate 
remedies, and that is what their actions prove 
to me. Colonel Burgwyn has employed the 
legal talent not to prosecute the conduction of 
examination, but, in my opinion, to prevent 
us from so doing. 

“I do not come to enter into details, 
bat I presume that the public will 
not be deceived by the course 
Burgwyn is adopting by endeavoring to 
sidetrack the real issue, Every business man 
must know and admit that the proper course 
for him to have pursued, would have been to 
have accorded the examination asked for and 
proved himself clear of the charges. Until he 
does this an unprejudiced public can form 
their own opinion.” 

Subsequent Matters. 

‘Wednesday of last week Jenkins and Hall 
came to Henderson and were arrested imme- 
diately on their arrival, afriend having tele- 
graphed Colonel Burgwyn, from Durham, that 
they were coming. A hearing was had before 
Clerk of the Court Perry, Thursday, and the 
case was continued that plaintiff might pro- 
cure aflidavit of Daingerfield or have him ap- 
pear in person. Defendants were held in a 
$5,000 bond each, which they failed to give 
and went to jail Saturday afternoon. Colonel! 
Burgwyn was required to give a 
prosecution’ bond to indemnify the 
county from being taxed with the 
costs of $500, but to relieve the acting magis- 
trate of any appearance of bias, Colonel Bur- 
gwyn expressed a readiness to give bondina 
larger sum, such as the court might see 
proper to fix. His bond was increased to $10,- 
000, while those of Hall and Jenkins were un- 
changed, their counsel having agreed “upon a 
motion to vacate, also to reduce bonds. Later, 
by consent of Colonel Burgwyn, their bonds 
were reduced to $2,500 eaeh. Butso far they 
have failed to give bond in this amount. 

The defendants made a motion for discharge 
under the insolvent debtors’ act, and ten- 
dered the sheriff a $500 bond for their appear- 
ance at the hearing of this motion, demanding 
their release in the meantime. The sheriff 
declined to accept the bond or discharge 
them, and Judge R. W. Winston was 
applied to for a writ of habeas 
corpus, returnable before him in 
Oxford. After a patient hearing of the 
case the writ was denied and Jenkins and Hall 
wese remanded to jail.. Today (Saturday), the 
case came up before Clerk of the Court Yours. 
it being the date set forits regular hearing, 
when Daingerfield’s affidavit was read. Tho 
pleading was upon the motion to recall the 
order of arrest and to reduce bond, neither of 
which motions was entertained by the court. 
Thus the matter stands, and Jenkins and Hall 
will be held for trial at the May term of 
Vance county superior court. 

Your correspondent relates the story of this 
truly sensational and deplorable affair as it 
was told to him, offering no word of comment 
of hisown. He might speak of the character 
and standing of the parties involved and the 
community’s feeling in regard to the matter, but 
it is not his desire nor THE CONSTITUTION’s 
purpose to prejudice the mind of any one, nor 
to jeopardize the interest of either party con- 
cerned. Itis for the court tosettle questions 
like this, and there we leave it.

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ANOTHER CHAPTER IN THE HISTORO 
OF THE FAMOUS SPY 


Who Followed the Fortunes of the Confed- 
eracy—A Georgia Veteran’s Memories 
of the Daring Girl. 


SANDERSVILLE, Ga., April 8.—[Special.]— 
Many of Washington county’s veterans, who 
followed the feathers of Stonewall Jackson 
and Ewell in the celebrated Banks campaign 
in the Valley of Virginia, remember well the 
subject of this short sketch—Belle Boyd, the 
confederate spy and scout, the pet of Jackson’s 
“foot cavalry’’—and many will be the regrets 
expressed when they learn from this that she 
has been in serious trouble in the north. The 
nature of this trouble is poverty and inability 
to support her children and they were about to 
be taken from her, and the matter is still 
pending in the courts. 

Let us cherish the hope that the once dash- 
ing confederate spy may come out with flying 
colors in this matter, as she was wont to do in 
the days when she went soldiering and rode 
with Jackson, Ewell and Ashby. 

In the spring of 1862 a Georgia regiment was 
marching at the head of Ewell’s division down 
the Luray valley. We had passed through the 
town of Luray and were nearing Fort Royal, 
going—we knew not where—on one of Jack- 
son’s secret marches. Suddenly from a 
settlement road there appeared at a 
full run a most magnificent horse, and with 
a tider—a most beautiful young lady—who sat 
the horse as if born to the saddle. I never saw 
a lovelier sight. Halting in front of our regi- 
ment she inquired for Jackson. One of our 
officers knew her and gave her the desired in- 
formation, and off she went to our rear, riding 
like the celebrated John Gilpin. 

‘THAT IS BELLE BOYD,” 

said the officer who had directed her, “and 
you may just as well get ready for a fight, for 
it won’t be long before you will see her and 
old Jackson pass to the front, and then you 
may look out.” Sure enough, very 
soon here they came, and as_ they 
passed us the command was _ passed 
up the line to load and then to ‘‘double-quick.” 
We were soon at Fort Royal, where we sur- 
prised and captured the troops stationed there. 
It afterward was told that Belle Boyd had 
been in and around Fort Royal for a day or 
two, and having found out everything neces- 
sary for Jackson to know that she had started 
out to find him and give the information 
which enabled him to swoop down on them 
and take them in. 

From Fort Royal to Winchester we saw her 
a few times on the march, either riding with 
Jackson or some of his staff. After the cap- 
ture of Winchester we pushed on to Martins- 
burg, twenty-two miles towards the Potomac. 
We missed her when we left Winchester. 
Arriving at Martinsburg we formed a line of 
battle and threw out skirmishers and were 
gradually closing in on the place. A slight 
skirmish fight was going on when we heard an 
unusual commotion in the direction of the 
town, and soon we caught sight of a lady on 
horseback, 

COMING LIKE A CYCLONE 
towards us. A lot of yankee cavalry were 
pursuing her, and the bullets from their car- 
bines made music in the air. We expected 
every. minute to see her shot off of her horse, 
but she never halted or slacked her speed. As 
she neared us we recognized her as Belle 
Boyd, and directing our fire on her pursuers, 
we caused them to turn back. Again she in- 
quired for Jackson, but Major Harry Doug- 
lass, of Jackson’s staff, had already seen her, 
and together they went to the rear. I suppose 
she must have told Jackson that the yankee 
force was too strong for us to attack, for Jack- 
son immediately withdrew all of his forces and 
left the town, guingin the direction of Har- 
per’s Ferry. Belle was never seen in our army 
again. After we left the valley she returned 
to her home near Martinsburg and shortly 
after was 
CAPTURED BY THE YANKEES 

and carried a prisoner to Washington. After 
a Jong captivity she was sent south and was 
sent by our governor on a secret mission to 
Europe. Taking passage on a _ blockade 
runner, the vessel was captured and with it 
Belle Boyd. A Lieutenant Harding, of the 
captors, was very kind to Belle in her cap- 
tivity, and they were afterwards married. He 
dying not long after, Belle .married some one 
else, and was divorced and again married—the 
last time marrying an actor. Since the last 
marriage they have been playing with indif- 
ferent and varied success, and at last became 
‘‘strapped’’ in some northern city, where their 
trouble about their children commenced, and 
which, as stated, is not yet ended. 

Poor Belle! You were worthy of a better 
fate. Your lines have indeed been cast in un- 
pleasant places, and I know I voice the senti- 
ment of all in the south who Knew youin 
those days of hard marching and fighting in 
the valley where you shared our dangers and 
hardships, when I say that our veteran hearts 


reach out to youin sympathy in your trouble 
and distress, and hope for you yet better 
times.

Chief Joyner has just returned from his visit 
to New Yogk, where he went for the purpose 
of attendiig ® meeting consisting of special 
committegs to properly investigate the build- 
ing laws of different cities. . 

There were atthe meeting delegates from 
the American Institution of Architects, Na- 
tional Association of Builders, National As- 
sociation of Building Inspectors, National 
Board of Underwriters and the National As- 
sociation of Fire Chiefs. 

These gentlemen, about twenty-five in all 
convened at the rooms of the National Board 
of Underwriters, for three days last week. The 
meeting was called at the instance of the Aa- 
sociation of Fire Chiefs, and was presided over 
by Chief Weber, of Boston. 

“It was a thoroughly representing gather: 
ing,”’ said Captain Joyner yesterday. ‘There 
were present a number of prominent insurance 
men, leading architects and the biggest build- 
ers in New York and that section. 

“‘We considered at length the whole subject 
of building ordinances. Our idea was to call 
in those gentlemen who knew most about it to 
advise us as to the best ordinances for cities 
to adopt, and then make suggestions to city 
governments. This was a preliminary gather- 
ing, yet we touched upon a number of matters 
of benefit to all, and have suggestions to 
make of great value to the different cities. 
The suggestions will be made in regular form 
later on. 

“Among other matters discussed was that 
of fire walls, or dividing walls. One recom- 
mendation unanimously adopted was that to 
separate by brick walls the houses in blocks of 
frame buildings, in order to prevent flames 
from spreading. Often the flames do this to 
such an extent as to prevent our fighting them. 
The same principle applies to all buildings. It 
isthe unanimous opinion that we can not get 
too many of these walls. 

“If there is any city that isin need of these 
building laws,” he continued, “it’s .Atlanta. 
Why, there are places here which, if once 


~~ gaught on fire, would cause a large comflagra- 


tion, and this is liable to happen at any 
time if many more large buildings are erected 
without regard to this item of safety. 
We need stringent laws #) and 
further provisions for carrying 
them out. There are large buildings here, 
and someof them new ones, from which I 
would call my menif they once canght on 
fire. I myself wouldn’t enter them, and I 
wouldn’t send my men where I am not 
willing to go myself.”’ 

In connection with the carrying out of these 
laws, Captain Joyner spoke of the necessity of 
having thorough inspections. 

“We have now a board of building in-. 
spectors composed of excellent gentlemen, but 
the pay they receive is altogether out of pro- 
portion to the work that is expected of them. 
These men think they should receive some 
pay for their work, and I think so, too. 

‘It should be absolutely required that these 
buildings laws when adopted should 
be lived up to. A man_ should 
first have his plans approved, 
and in addition to the building shonid be ex- 
ainined by the inspectors during its erection. 
If the council will not increase the salaries, 
why, then have one inspector, well paid, who 
will devote the necessary time to this work. 
The importance for such inspection is§greater

laws. We need them badly.” 

The recommendations of this meeting in 
New York will be printed and sent to the dif- 
ferent city governments. The committee was 
continuec, as it was the opinion of all that the 
matter under consideration must be carefully 
considered.

To Lend Money at 7 Per Cent. 
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4 BILL TO ESTABLISH A CRIMINAL 
COURT FOR FULTON COUNTY. 


The Pressing Necessity of a Court that Will 
Kelieve the City and Superior Court, 
Is at the Bottom. 


A criminal court! 

In the spring of 1890 Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke, recapitulating the business done for 
the term, showed conclusively that the facili- 
ties of the courts of Fulton county were inade- 
quate to dispatch the business constantly accu- 
mulating. 

He also set forth the idea that the extreme 
delay in many cases amounts practically to a 
denial of justice. 

In the summer of 1890 Judge Howard Van 
“ pps followed up that suggestion on the same 

ine. 

The bar, being fully cognizant of the state 
of affairs, requested Judge Van Epps to form- 
ulate some plan by which the pressure of busi- 
ness in tho city and superior courts might be 
relieved. 

Judge Van Epps appointed a committee of 
leading attorneys to take the matter into con- 


sideration, and this committee appointed 4 


subcommittee consisting of Captain W. D. 
Ellis, Mr. R. R. Arnold and Mr. W. T. Moy- 
ers, to draft a suitable bil], providing for the 
establishment of a criminal cour#with jurisdic- 
tion for the trial of misdemeanor cases. 

This is the only solution of the question, as 
under the constitution each county in the 
atate can have but one city court and one 68u- 
perior court. Section 5128 (code) of the con- 
stitution gives the legislature authority 
to establish this court under the 
general clause allowing it to establish other 
courts in addition to the courts established by 
the constitution. 

The superior courts under the constitution, 
have exclusive jurisdiction of all felony cases, 
hence the new court is of necessity confined 
to misdemeanor cases, which constitute 
nineteen-twentieths of the criminal business, 
and take up a proportionate amount of the 
time and expense of the court. ' 

It is frequently the case that the trial of 
achicken thief takes up as much time asa 
burglary or murder. 

Under the present state of affairs the 
city court, with its expensive machinery, 
exhausts five months of the year in the trial of 
trifling misdemeanor cases. Breet 

In case thé new bill, providing for a crimi- 
nal court, is passed, it willenable the city 
court to give its entire attention to the civil 
business of the court. 

The chances of a speedy trial there 
will divert almost all the civil business of the 
county, of which the superior court has not ex- 
clusive jurisdiction into the city court. The 
bill further provides that the judge of the new 
court shall have jurisdiction in civil cases in 
the city court. 

The bench and bar of Fulton county have 
passed upon the merits of the bill, and have 
given it their hearty endorsement as a measure 
of relief. 

Judge Van Epps, whose court it affects 
most directly, is in hearty sympathy with the 
reform which this bill advocates. 

As will be seen on examination of the 
bill the machinery of the new court is 
cheap, and will save the county much ex- 
pense by the speedy trial and disposition of 
criminals in the jail, from the fact that itis al- 
ways open and ready for the immediate disposi- 
tion of all business within its jurisdiction. This 
will make a large saving in the expense of Cars 
ing for and feeding of the prisoners. 

Here are some excerpts from the bill, which 
will prove of interest to all the members of 
the bench and bar of Fulton county. 

The judge shall be appointed and commis- 
sioned by the governor, by and with the advice 
of the senate. He shall bea practicing law- 
yer, who has been in practice for four years, 
and is not less than twenty-five years of age, 
and shall not be permitted to practice law in 
the state, municipal or federal courts during 
his term of office. His salary shall be $3,000 a 

ear. 

' This court shall hold monthly terms, these 
terms to be settled by the judge, as he, in his 
own discretion may desire. 

A provision is made for a solicitor general, 
who will represent the state in all prosecu- 
tions pending. His fees are to be the same as 
the solicitor generals of other courts, and bis 
term of office shall be four years. His ap- 
oe is not to affect the “présefit incum- 

ents of the various offices, in the same line, 
in the state and city courts. 

Provision is also made that the defendant in 
every criminal case may carry the 
same to the supreme court, directly under 
the same rules governing similar cases, 

The bill, as drawn, seems to meet with the 
approbation of the bar of Fulton county, and 
it will go to the legislature with an almost 
unanimous backing from the leading attorneys 
of the city.

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WELL AUTHENTICATED CASES OF | 
GLANDERS IN TERRELL. 
Commissioner Nesbitt Has Investigated It. 
More Applications for Widows’ Pen- 
sions — Minor Matters. 


Commissioner Nesbitt returned yesterday 
morning from Terrell county, where he went 
to examine a disease amongst stock which was 


thought to be glanders. 


Glanders it is, he became satisfied. 

The matter was first brought to his attention 
about three weeks ago. 

A veterinary surgeon from Columbus, after 
an investigation, pronounced it glanders. For 
Several reasons this result was not satisfactory. 

Commissioner Nesbitt then sent down Dr. 
Gray, of Atlanta,to make another examina- 
tion. He reported that none of the cases were 
glanders. 

But this result was as far from being satis- 
factory as the other had been, for the disease 
was spreading, and the people were alarmed. 

The disease was not confined to Terreli 
county, either. One man alone, in Wilkinson 
county, has lost ten head of stock; and there 
were other cases in Randolph county. Still 
others in Taylor county. 

Commissioner Nesbitt continued to receive 
letters, and tinally decided to carry an expert 
With him and make a personal examination. 

He left Atlanta Tuesday morning, and Dr. 
D. O. Lyon, V.8., of Macon, went with him 
to Terrell county. 

Dr. Lyon found indubitable evidences of 
glanders in three cases that he examined there. 
He believes it very probable that when the 
other examinations were made glanders had 
not developed—-but now there is no doubt of it. 

The people in Terrell county have taken 
hold of the matter in earnest now, using every 
precaution to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease; killing the sick stock or putting it en- 


tirely outof the way, fumigating the stables, 


etc. 

The expense incident to the two examina- 
tions made by the department comes out of the 
contingent fund, which is barely sufficient to 
make the publications required of the depart- 
ment. 

‘The experience ought to demonstrate to the 
legislature,”’ remarked the commis- 
Bsioner yesterday, ‘‘the need of an 
appropriation for such emergencies. I 
urged this at the last session, asking 
for a part of the fertilizer inspection fees. We 
have just taken this money, knowing we had 
none to replace it, and knowing the good of 
the people demanded it. Iam going to press 
the matter again at the next session. Give us 
money to spend in these cases of emergency. 
That’s what I call making the department 
practical ben6éfit.’’ a 

More Widows’ Pensions. 

Captain Tip Harrison, superintendent of 
widows, continues to receive applications for 
pension blanks for confederate widows. 

The list grows like the bean stalk in a fa- 
mous fairy tale, and keeps on growing. 

Chatham county asked for thirty-five at 
first, and yesterday wrote for more. 

Coweta wants forty more. 

Campbell wants twenty more. 

Fulton got thirty more yesterday. 

And soit goes. All these, it will be re- 
membered, are in addition to the original esti- 
mates, that figured atotal of 4,000 applica- 
tions. 

The legislature appropriated for 600; the 
first estimate put the number of applicants at 
4,000; and there is no telling what it will 
prove to be eventually. 

Fulton county alone shows 225 applicants so 
far; more than one-third of the number ex- 
pected for the whole state. 

And apropos of the subject, a ruling was] an- 
nounced yesterday at the executive depart- 
ment which will serve as an answer to a great 
many letters received asking how proof is to 
be made when the witnesses do not reside in 
Georgia. Here it is, officially: 

‘*‘Witnesses who live in another state can 
testify by going before the judge of the court 
of record and making- the necessary proofs. 
The judge must witness officially under seal of 
oftice, and furnish certificate that the wit- 
nesses who testify are known to him person- 
ally, and that they are reliable, reputable citi- 
zens, entitled to full credit as such’’’ 

The pension statute does not fix any method, 
but this is substantially the kind of certificate 
required by ordinance of the witnesses who 
live in Georgia.
